Appearing before a joint session 
of house and senate in the great 
house chamber, the Chief Execu­ 
tive said he would ask congress for 
“greatly increased -new appropria­ 
tions" to- carry on the defense pro­ 
gram and recommended

progam be paid for from taxation 
than we are paying today.” 
“I also ask this congress,” he

Mr. Roosevelt did not list the n a­ 
tions to receive help through his 
lease-lend plan, but in his recent 
fireside talk on defense he referred 
specifically to Britain, China and 
Greece. 
Not An Act of War 
“Such aid is not an act of war.’0 
Mr. Roosevelt asserted, “even if a 
dictator should unilaterally proclaim 
it so to be.” 
In fulfillment of the purpose of 
extending aid, the President 
also 
declared, the nation “will not be In­ 
timidated by the threats of dictat­ 
ors that they will regard 
as 
a 
breach of International law and as 
an act of war our aid to the democ­ 
racies which dare to resist their ag­ 
gression.” 
Dictators Do Not Walt 
“When the dictators are ready 
to make w’ar upon us. they will 
not wait for an act of war on 
our part.” he continued.

I f s th a i new rule, adopted by the 
National Collegiate Rules Commit­ 
tee, allowing the ball to be handed 
forward to any player behind the 
line of scrimmage. 
Coach Alexander, whose Yellow- 
jaekets liave gained some measure 
of fame by befuddling opponents— 
and fans—with pigskin prestidigi­ 
tation, obrerved today the 
change 
"opens up some 
possibilities” 
for 
fresh gridiron bamboozling by per­ 
m itting centers, guards and tackles 
to carry the ball, as well as backs 
and ends. 
“Under the 
old 
rules,” he ex­ 
plained, “It wasn’t specifically pro­ 
hibited for a guard 
or 
tackle 
to

W ashington, Jan. 7 (AP) — A 
comprehensive proposal for an ex­ 
panded national h ealth program In 
line with President Roosevelt’s call 
for widened “opportunities for ade­ 
quate medical care,’’ is being pre­ 
pared

for 
Introduction in 
congress.

Senator W agner (D-N. Y.) said 
the plan which he and others would 
sponsor provided for federal and 
state cooperation in the broad pro­ 
gram calculated to cost 198,000,000 
in the first year. 
Similar legislation was approved 
last session by the senate education 
and labor 
com m ittee 
but 
never 
reached a vote in th e senate. W ag­ 
ner said some changes would be 
made in drafting the new bill. 
Mr. Roosevelt said in his message 
to congress yesterday th a t the wid­ 
ening of opportunities for medical 
care was one of the m any subjects 
connected with our social economy 
th a t called for “im m ediate improve­ 
m ent.” 
Wagner, who conferred with the 
President yesterday before the mes­ 
sage was delivered, said it was likely 
th at an expansion of health facul­ 
ties could be worked out in con­ 
nection with the defense program. 
“We already are getting a lot of 
the hospitals th a t we were aiming 
at in the original bill,” he pointed 
out. “They are being built now by 
the government to take care of the 
boys who are in training camps, so 
at least a p a rt of the program has 
become effective.” 
As tentatively outlined, the gen­ 
eral health program would call for 
co-operation between the federal 
and state governm ents in construc­ 
tion of hospitals, paym ent of com­ 
pensation for disability wage losses 
and expansion of m aternal, Infant.1 
child health and welfare service, 
general public h eath services and 
general medical care. 
The bill would contem plate a fed­ 
eral contribution of $351OOO)(XJo in 
the first year tow ard the operation 
of approved state plans for medical 
care. 
It would authorize $10,000,000 in 
federal grants for tem porary dis­ 
ability com pensation, $8,000,000 for 
hospital construction, $13,000,000 for 
medical services to children. $15,- 
000,000 for general public health 
work, and $81)00.000 for m aternal 
and child health service.

AT CENTER OF 
MOSCOW TALKS 


U. S. Still Protects 
Vessels of Baltic 
Nations 


W ashington, Jan 7 (AP)—Eleven 
sm all ships which still fly the flags 
of Baltic republics “absorbed” by 
Soviet Russia remain one of the 
ftiujor obstacles to more friendly re ­ 
lations between Moscow and W ash­ 
ington. 
T he ships have been tied up. in 
American harbors ever since their 
hom e ports In Europe passed into 
Russian control. 
Authoritative sources disclosed to­ 
day th a t —* aside from the question 
of what, if anything, to do with 
these ships — diplomatic relations 
between the Soviet and the United 
S tates are on a more cordial bask 
th an they have been in years 
U. S. Still Holds Ships 
Since 
the 
United 
Stales 
still 
recognizes Latvia, Lithuania and 
Estouia as independent republics, 
however, it has refused to turn aver 
to Soviet Russia the Baltic nations’ 
ships which sought safe havens in 
American ports. 
Russia is badly in need of m er­ 
ch an t shipping and wants the ves­ 
sels but none of the negotiations, 
here or in Moscow, has yet estab­ 
lished a basis for an acceptable 
solution to the problem. 
T he Baltic ships ate among th e 
266 
foreign 
m erchantm en 
which 
have 
taken 
refuge 
in American 
ports to escape the risk of falling 
into British or axis hands at sea. 
Like the others, they have been 
earning no revenue, but are piling 
up port charges Instead. 
Relations Improved, However 
Despite the impasse on the ships, 
generally improved relations were 
said to have resulted from talks be­ 
tween Sum ner Welles, under-secre­ 
tary of state, and Constantin Ou- 
mahsfcy, 
the 
Soviet 
ambassador. 
These conversations h a v e b e e n 
aim ed a t clearing up outstanding 
commercial and economic questions 
which have irritated normal rela­ 
tions between the two nations. 
Inform ed officials have em pha­ 
sized th a t the talks have been con­ 
fined to commercial and economic 
subjects, but it was pointed out th a t 
any improvement in Russiun-Am er­ 
ican relations in th at field m ight 
Ila vc an im portant effect in creat­ 
ing more co-operative relations on 
any strictly political questions which 
m ight arise in the future.
